A T THE time of the bond electiion it was publicly proclaimed that the 
property abutting the brick streets would be assessed for two-thirds the 
cost of same. Subsequent to the election the Council contemplating 
using the money to be collected from abutting property owners for the purpose 
of extending brick paving in the city. In view of the hardships and misfortune 
visited upon St. Cloud by the big fire and the closing of the First National Bank, 
we do not think it would be advisable to follow out this suggestion, particularly 
in view of the fact that the Melbourne road will give us additional city paving. 

This administration will use this money for the purpose of paying interest on 
the bonded indebtedness of the city. It secured statutory liens upon these proper¬ 
ties, and was about to institute legal proceedings for the collection of this money 
when stopped by a temporary injunction, which matter is now pending in the courts. 


The annua! interest on the bonded indebted¬ 
ness is $6,720.00, which is equal to approxi¬ 
mately len mills of our present taxation. If 
the city wins its suit and can force these few 
property ow ners to pay to the city w hat they 
were advised they would be called upon to pay 
at the time these bonds were voted it will ena¬ 
ble us to reduce your taxes about ten mills next 
year, and about eight mills the year following, 
because this money, which is approximately 
$12,000.00, will be used by this administra¬ 
tion to pay the interest on these bonds. 


If a new council should stop the present 
litigation this sum of approximately $12,- 
000.00 will be lost to the city and instead 
of being paid by the people in front of 
whose property this brick is laid, will fall 
as a burden upon all of the people in the 
city—equally as much upon the man with a 
little house a mile from the brick as it does 
on the business man whose store faces the 
brick. 


This administration hereby pledges to the people of St. 
Cloud that it will 


1. Vigorously prosecute the action now 
pending to make the owners of property 
abutting the paving pay their just share of 

same. 


2. Apply the money thus derived to the 
payment of interest on bonded indebtedness 
thereby reducing the millage to be taxed 
against ALL the people.
